tend thiil tho oflice of Governor is not a civil 
office, but a " dep.-.rtment."

tions like this, by the tent of the constitution.—

government, arid which is the source of all the

The statute provides thnt the Attorney Gen- 


oral mxy file an information in the nature of a 
quo wnrranlo, when any person shall usurp, in- 
trudo into or unlawfully hold or exercise ftnv 
public office, civil or military. 
ZDooo th» con- 


stitution then regard the oflice of Governor as 
a civil office t Is the defendant a " person ? '— 
Let us look to the constitution and bo governed 
by its provisions. 


Section I , of article 5, of the constitution of 


this State, provides that "the executive pow- 
er shull be vested in a Governor who nha!l hold 
his office for two yoars." 
In this office eo de- 


nominated, civil or military '.' It certainly is 
one or the other, or u mixture of both, and 
henco within the purview of the statute before 
cited. 


Section 7, of article 5, provides that in case 
" of the impeachment of the Governor, or his 
removal from offici, 
death or inability 
from 


mental or physical disease," &c., the duties of 
tneojice shall devolve upon tho Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor." Is tho Governor here doemed itu olfioer 
or a "department!" Tho department id not 
impeached, ia not removed, does not die, does 
not become in«nne,nor remove out of tho State. 


Again, section 8, of the same article, provides 


for a vacancy in tho "office" of Governor, ou 
account of any casualty happening to the Lieu 


usurpation on the part of those to whom the 
constitution has entrusted its control. 
It ie 


foreign to the objects and functions of the writ 
of quo warranto tu direct any officer what to do. 
It is never directed to an officer 
as such, but 


always to the person—not to d'ctate to him what 


t he shall do, in his. office, but to ascertain wheth- 
i er he is uonetitutionally and legally nuthumed 


i to perform any act in, or exerciueany functions

But it is said that there ie no precedent for 


a proceeding by quo warranto againat !i person 
claiming ami exercising tho office of -governor. 
This ia no objection. 
Cnses frequently arise 


for which uo precise precedent can be found. 
It is rare indeed that two cuses precisely alike 
can be found in the books. 
Hut all are found 


to f«!l under some principle of legal or equit- 
able jurispniiledce. Never before waa the 
cause defended, or the jurisdiction 
«>f a court 


denied on the ground that the <.;outiael had been 
unable to find any case exactly like it. On the 
contrary the counsel and court search for anal- 
ogies in tho law, and apply the principles de- 
duced from such analogies. So in this ease; 
analogies innumerable are 
found in alt the 


books, and positive provisions of tho conHtitu- 
tion ami tho statute not only recognize tlic 
jurisdiction, but demand its excerciea. 


But the reason for absoncn of precedents are 


obvious. First, when the governor Ima been 
elected by the people of the several states, tho 
majorities have g«mr.<i!Iy been so decisive as to 
render a contest hopeless. Secondly, in tunny 
of tbe States, the returns of tho election tor j 
governor and lieutenant governor are maile di 
rectiy to tlie presiding officer of one. ur other 
branch ot'tho legislature, opened nnd counted 
in the presence ol both houses, nud tho result 
declared, and mailo definitive t*y express pro- 
visions. Ami thirdly, in ninny of the States pro- 
vision is made by their respective constitutions 
for a special tribunal before which a contest 
for the office of governor can l)e tried. Those 
who assort that no tribunal run be created fov 
the trial of a question of this hind without do- ! 
ing violence to the goveriuent, and destroying; 
tho harmony arid balance of the *'r 
)overeij>n de-'

Even if the 
departments wore sovereign, the citizens cho- 
sen to administer them are not sovereign. In 
our free, happy and constitutional governrnont 
every individual whether in or out of office, is 
amenable to the law, to tho process of tho law, 
arid to thetribunalu created by the constitution. 
Suppose one of the gentlemen who were can- 
didates for seats upon this bench, or any other 
citizen should apply for, and obtain process 
ngainst one of the justices of this court, either 
to test his title to ihe office he holds, or for 
any other purpose, could he bid defiance to 
such process of the law on the ground thiit he 
ia a sovereign department of tho government? 
On the contrary, evory citizen, whether in 
office or out, is subject to tho process of tho 
courts of the Statt in all cases, but those which 
are specially excepted by the constitution or 
the statute. 


It is clear from I he provisions of the consti- 


tution, and the law, above cited, that the office 


: of Governor is a civil office, that the incumbent 


i of the '-trice is subject to the process of the 
! l»w, and that proceedings by quo warranto are 


j especially provided to protect all the civil offi- 


1 ces of the Stato fr.'im usurpation and intrusion. 
i We have seen that the sole nnd exclusive ob- 
: ject of the writ of quo warranto is to ;;uard 
; and protoct the offices and franchises of the 


i State from unlawful usurpation. 
\Ve havo 


Been that tho constitution has prescribed cer- 
tain qualifications requisite to enable a person 
to ocupy the office** created by it, and we have 
only now to look to the od section of the 7th 
article to ascertain in wbat department or 
branch of the government the constitution has 
deposited the control of this—tbe State's writ. 
" The Svipretne Co'irt shall have power to issue 
writs of habeas for nits, mandamus, injunction, 
Quo WAKRAXTO, :md to hear and determine 
the game." 


It is a sufficient answer to all objections 


• which have been urged to this u»e of the writ 


• of quo warranto; such as a pretended usurpa- 
| tion by the judiciary of executive functions; 
i an attempt to control the Executive and direct 
| iti action : to say that when this court attempts 
j to direct the Governor what to do, or what not 
| to do, or how he sl:all perform any of tho du- 
! ties appertaining to his office, then it will be 
I time to apprehend encroachment from tbat de\ 
partuient; when it shall assume to apoint mili- 
tary or civil office*, or remove the same; when 
it shall assume to convene tbe members of the 
Legislature, or send messages to them; when 
it shall attempt to transact business with the 
other officers of tha government, civil or mili- 
tary ; in short when it shall attempt to perform 
any of the function a of tbe executive depart- 
ment, or direct ho v they shall be performed, 
then, and not till then, will gentlemen be justi- 
fied in charging upon it, or its members, usur- 
pation or dictation. There can be found no 
instance of the kind, none has been alluded to 
and for the palpable reason that none exist.— 
But, moreover, wh JD it is recollected that this 
writ of quo warranto was especially and gpecifi 
catly preserved by the framers of our constitu- 
tion ia all Its original vigor, and Ita well known 
character and loops, for the very purpose of 
enabling the government to protect the liber- 
ties of the people, and to enable the stata to 
protect Itself—and the constitution to execute, 
through ita own agencies, Its own prescriptions 
and sanctions—and to that ead.and to preserve 
pure and unimpaired the precise channel* and 
agencies through which the power of tbe state 
should be exercised or administered—to tbe 
end that the people of the State might know 
whether or not the powers which they had del- 
egated were exercised by constitutional agen- 
oleij no attoraev or counsellor of this court, 
nor any party to thii constitutional writ, is M. 
tborlnd to attempt to Impair Ita

tor the candidates for the succession had not 
been counted ; that Gov. Porter had not cut'-red 
inh> tho otlice ; that there was no intrusion, 
therefore, to be inquired into. And a further ox- 
amiuation would havo discovered tho fact that 
tho Legislature had not yet organized ; that the 
returns wero, by the constitution, required to be 
made to tho Speaker of the Senate, who was to 
open and publish the same ; that UK yet there 
was no Senate organized, no Speaker chosen, 
and no returns opened anil pubiisliurl. A stiil 
further examination would Imve discovered the 
fact, that after the Senate wna organized, a 
Speaker chosen, the re.turns opened arid pub- 
lished, the result declared, ihe muskets and 
buck-shot were of no further use ; and that no 
one chose to contest tho election as its result 
was announced, although niupfe provision for 
that purpose existed, had aoy oi'o chosen to do 
BO,without "destroying the harmony of the Gov- 
ernment," or "the independence of tho depart- 
ments." [See vol. f>4, Niles' Register, p 237— 
273 ot seq. Court, Peun. Art. 2, Sec. 2, Statutes 
of Penn.] 


The cose in New York was between George 


Clinton and John Jay. In that case the canvass 
of the votes was by a joint committee of tho 
two Housefi. nnd their decision teas declared hy 
Statute in lie final and conclusive, find upon the 
result being so declared, Mr. J;iy advised his 
friends to submit to the determination of tlio 
tribunal which the law made''final and conclu- 
sive." The case was never made the subject 
of judicial inquiry, nor, although the liiwof(/i«( 
State made the decision of the canvassing com- 
mittee appointed by the Legislature " fini! and 
conclusive," it was never intimated that the 
matter could not become n subject of judicial 
as well as of political inquiry. It is quite evi- 
dent that an inquiry by the Legislative depsirt-, 
msnt into the title of tbe person holding tho of 
rice of Governor, is equally incompatible with 
the independence nnd co-equality of the Exec- 
utive department, as a judicial investigation 
would be. 


Having now endeavored to dispose of the 


material objections urged to the jurisdiction of 
the Court, which were urged upon the argu- 
ment of the motion to dismiss tbe information, 
it may be proper to direct our attention for a 
time to the plea subsequently interposed. 


After the motion to dNmiss waa overruled, 


the counsel for the defendant interposed :i plea 
in abatement, going to tho jurisdiction ol the 
Court. This plea set up the canvass of the re- 
turns of the late election by the Bonril of State 
Canvassers, tho certificate of election, issued 
to the defendant, and the oath of office taken 
by him—not in bar of the action, but an mat- 
ters which necessarily ousted this Court of ju- 
risdiction. The substance of which wan, that 
because a board of canvassers had decided the 
matter, therefore the supreme judicial tribunal 
of the Stato, by the action of such hoard, was 
onHed of all jurisdiction in the premises .' It is 
not denied that it was competent for tho peo- 
ple in tbe organization of their government to 
have provided fur a tribunal to whose determi- 
nation alone should a question of thin kind be 
submited. 
But have they done so f To answer 


this question, we must appeal again to tha con- 
stitution and the law. For this purpose we 
will examine the various provisions on this sub- 
ject. 


But before proceeding to a review of these 


constitutional and statutory provisions, it may 
be well to recall to mind wbat is the precise 
subject matter under inquiry of which, it is 
claimed tbe facts stated in the plea, ousts this 
Court of jurisdiction. 


Two persons claim to be entitled by the Con 


•titution and the law to hold and exercise tbe 
office of Governor, to receive the salary pertain- 
ing thereto, and to enjity the honor belonging 
to the station.

urisdictieu of this Court to do anything of the 
kind. This is the simple translation of the 
jlefi with this addition, viz : that though this 
Jen it may fiavu jurisdiction and power tu oust 
i bold usurper ot the office of governor,yet wheu 
she Sttite Canvassers ahull declare that ho ia nut 
j usurper, that the Court has no power in tho 
premises to inquire whether he is such ov not ; 
-.hat although tho Constitution declares that 
:he Supreme Court shall have jurisdiction of 
:he writ of Quo Warranto to protect the offices ! 
of the State from usurpation, the Board of! 
State CartvaBsere think differently and " deter- 
mine " otherv. ise. 


T<> sustain these novel Jiictriues it is con- 


tended that tho LiijUltkturii bus created the 
liuard of State Canvassers, cuii-sUting of the 
Secretary of State, Attorney General and 
Treasurer, a judicial tribunal with power to de- 
termine who is elected- to tbe office of Gover- 
nor, and whose decision ii final and couclusivo 
Admitting fur the sake of tho argument ^ut 
by uo means as a correct legnl proposition) that 
thin position is correct, it does not affect the 
jurisdiction of this sourt. At most it can only 
bu urged in bar of the information. 
Had the 


defendant pleaded the canvass and the certifi- 
cate of tho board of canvassers in bar, nnd pro 
duced the uninu as esidcnrr. conclusive of his 
title, another qu<_^ti<>n-would have been pre- 
sented. 
Hut he tins :int dune so. But the pur--, 


p o r t n f t h u plea i«, thut " beeniisu I aver thut 
another tribunal has decided the.subjt>ct mat 
Cer of this investigation ; theretovo this court 
must instantly cease all further cognizance of 
tlio case ; thnt it cannot even inquire as to the 
genuineness of the record;" for bu it remem- 
bered, tho exhibits iircoiiipanying tho plea aro 
not presented ns veii/ence of tho truth of the 
facts alleged iu tho plea, but as mutters which, 
«/«« j'ncto, deprives tho court of a jurisdiction 
which it would otherwise possess and be botiud 
to exercise. 


To a legal mind profert of a record U a nov- 


elty, and especially is such a profert a novelty, 
when marlo in a plea to the jurisdiction. AH 
over cannot be craved of a record so profert is 
not necessary, and when thus made it is nut ev- 
ideuce. 
What aro called "exhibits" accom-, 


p a n y i n g t h i a plea, are nt> pnrt of the plea itself. 
They neither fitreiiythen tho plea nor eulargu 
its scope. If the ailegaiii;tis ot the pleti are 
guod for the pur pone for which they are nrnde, 
they require no proof until they are traversed. 
It' they are not sufficient evidence uf their 
truth, it does not make them better, for they are 
admitted to bo true for the purposes for which 
thoy are made. It wtifl demurred to as H plt-;i 
to the jurisdiction, nnd was treated as Bitch, 
i;ud avowed to be such by the 
defendant's 


counsel. 


Hue I prefer to lay aside all tochuicnl objec 


t'mris to the pica ami meet the arguments which 
have been presented to sustain it. 
And here 


it ia proper to remark that much of the argu- 
ment upon the demurrer tu the piea was sub- 
stantially based upon the propositions assumed 
in biippnrt uf the. motion to dismiss the informa- 
tion, and need nut be again ret'ered to. So far 
as tho argument was based upon the effect of 
the canvass and tho certificate issued thereon, 
it is proper to discuss the positions assumed and 
the provisions of the statute cited to sustain 
them. All of the counsel for the defendant 
admit tbat the board of county canvassers \i 
not flint! and conclusive, but that the court has 
jurisdiction to inquire behind tho certificati) by 
proceedings by qtut wnrraiito. 
Ouo of the 


gentlemen distinctly admitted iu direct terms 
that the court had jurisdiction to reach by quo 
warrauto the Secretary ofs-tute. State Treasur- 
er and other State officers notwithstanding tlio 
canvass, but insisted that euch waa the nature 
of the Executive office as to preclude tho oper- 
ation of tho writ upon thii person holding the 
same: while the gentleman who last argued in 
support i.f the plea, that tiie canvass of the board 
of State Canvassers, and thoir certificatw was 
not only timit and conclusive as to all State of- 
ficers, but absolutely precluded any inquiry by 
any power or tribunal, by any process or means 
whatsoever, from inquiring into tho right to 
oflice. of tlie person holding the same. 
It ia 


not fur UB to harmonize these different positions 
but it it difficult to perceive how they can af- 
fect the question of jurisdiction. If the court 
has the power to oust a mere intruder without 
color of right or warrant, the necessary cunse- 
quence follows that the person in office may be 
called upon to show by what warrant he holds. 
If, being thus called upon he exhibits his war- 
rant, this is in bar to further notion, not in de- 
nial uf the jurisdiction to make the inquiry. 


Hut it is contended tbat the Borad of State 


Canvassers is a judicinl tribunal, whoso deter- 
mination is absolutely conclusive. If this bo 
so, the Court has jurisdiction to oust a person 
who tins usurped an office, without any such de- 
termination in his favor. 
It must therefore be 


pleaded in bar of tbe action, not in denial of 
the power of the Court to ascertain whether 
he has it or not. If H person is indicted a sec- 
ond time, for an oireiiCt) whereof he has been 
duly acquitted by the final judgment of a court 
of competent jurisdiction,he cannot plead such 
acquittal to the jurisdiction of tho court in 
which he is last indicted, but in bar to the pros- 
ecution. A person is sued in trespass or re- 
plevin,for unlawfully taking the property of an- 
other, and he defends tlie action by pleading in 
bar, that he waa sheriff', and took the property 
by due process of law, but he does not inaivt 
that the Court has no power to inquire by what 
warrant or authority he thus acted. Numerous 
instances might be cited precisely analagous, 
and there is no person in so high authority iu 
tbe State thut bets not bound to answer tbe 
process of the State issued by the proper tri- 
bunal. Suppose this defendant was sued ia an 
action of trespass for ordering property to be 
seized ; could he defy the process uf Ihe law, 
and refuse to answer? Could he eay to the 
Conrt.yon have no right to inquire into this 
matter, because Iain a sovereign department 1 
Or would be not plead in bar of tbe action tbat 
the property seized was the property of the 
State, and that he as Governor, waa rightfully 
entitled to tbe possession ? Suppose be should 
take from a warehouse or depot, property pur- 
chased and brought hither for the use of the 
State,and the carrier should attempt to replevy 
the property to enforce hia lien thereon fur 
freight.would he resist tbe process of law upon 
the pretext tbat he was a department of the 
government, and was sovereign and indepen- 
dent? 


And when the same person is asked by the 


State by what warrant be has taken possession 
of one of ita high offices, can he reply that in 
his judgment he is Governor, a sovereign and 
independent departmerjt,and therefore the Stats 
had no business to ask the question f And, 
when this is not satisfactory .shall be reply afaln 
that he has * certificate of election frosa the 
State's Secretary, «od had taken the oath of of- 


fice, and therefore it U high-handed usurpation 
even to have p it such a question to him 1 It 
would be all very well to produce this certifi- 
cate and oath of office iu answer to the process, 
and these woalil heftrtma facia, if not conclu- 
sive, evidence of hia right to take possession of; 
and hold the oflice, but they do not defeat tbe i 
authority uf thu State to make the inquiry.— 
This, however, the defendant has not done, and 
this he refuses vr> do,on the ground.aa the coun- 
sel allege, that it would subject the Executive 
department to the control of another depart- 
ment, co-equal with itself. Let it still be borne 
in mind, that ibis, and the liko process, U tbe 
process of the STATE, not of the Court—the 
mandate of the People, not of the Judges ; that 
it is directed to the Defendant, not to the Exec- 
utive department; not to dictate or control the 
action of tbe department, but to ascertain by 
what warrant :ho defendant is in pousessiou of 
it. And hore .t may be permitted to repeat, 
that the higher nnd more siicred an office crea- 
ted by the constitution may be, the stronger the 
reason and the ;;reater the necessity for guarding 
it against unwarrantable intrusion. The minor 
offices of the State, county or town, might be 
intruded into a.-id usurped for a time.withoutse- 
riously affoctins the public welfare; but a suc- 
cessful usurpn-ton of tho highest office of the 
State, is, in truth and in enWt,the overthrow of 
tho Government itseif. If the success contin- 
ues, the constitution is destroyed, and irrespon- 
sible and stilf-uuustit-uted power reigns, riots 
and ruins.. 


But, nlthouj;:!, from tho fact t-h*t the defen- 


dant has refused to plead his election, the cnn- 
viiss, the determination of the board of canvass- 
ers, and the certificate of elec ion, in bar of the 
claim set up by the Atturnt-y-Geuoral in behalf 
of tho Rt-latoi" the whole subject matter of the 
plea in ahatetiit'tit might hero be dismissed, yet 
I should be unfaithful to the trust repose-1 in 
me, should I (f.i\ to notice some other positions 
ht-re assumed, lest silence might be construed 
into acquiescence in their correctness. 


It ia said t>io Legislature has-orc-cted the 


Board of Sfat.e Cauva^ors into a judicial tribu- 
nal, supreme., iitirtl and unquestionable. _ This 
is indeed strange d'.K'irino. The Bjard of Can- 
vassers consists, by the provision of tho stat- 
ute, of the Attorney General, Secretary of 
State and Star.' Treasurer, two of whom shall 
constitute a quorum, and if i,nly one of said 
oflicers shall attend on the dny appointed for 
the canvass, tl-.o Cleft; of the Supreme Court 
shall be notified by the onw attending on such 
dny, nnd shall attend without delay, and with 
such utrtctTKhall fiH-iu cho Botml. [K 8 Chap. 
C. $ (>!> ] 
Am! it is gravely contended that tho 


Attorney General and th« Clerk of this Court 
can be erectei! ititoa judicial tribunal by the 
Lepi-ilature mperior to tho Supreme Court 
itself! And this, too, in the very teeth of the 
constitution, which declares that the judicial 
power of this Stnto " shall be rested in a su- 
preme court, circuit courts, courts of probate, 
and justices of the peace, and thatthe supremo 
court shall hrr'fl a general yuperintetidiog con- 
trol overall in'orior courts."

4!)7.] In this case, Mr Justice Morton, in de- 
ciding this very question says: "It cannot bt> 
maintained that the decision of the examiners 
(canvassers) was an act withiu their legal dis- 
cretion. 
Whether their determination »s to 


the reception or rejection of returns would bo 
deemed n judicial decision may well bo doubted 
Hut nothing c;,n be clearer than that the citunt- 
itig the votes and nAccrtniiiing the- majorities,and 
giving certificates uf the- result, are merely 
ministerial (ids. They have no discretion in 
deterruing which of the candidates shall be 
elected. It n ust be the reeuit uf pure, inflexi- 
ble mathematical calculation." The same doc- 
trine was held in the case of tlio ] 
}i:t>]ite ex rtt. 


Cook vs. lVr.lr.1,, 14 Burl. S 
C. Key., 4 Selilea 


and more recently in thocaseof Coieles a. Da- 
ris, upon rjiiii tmtrrantii, relating to the title to 
the oflice ol Judg« of the Supremo Court of 
the state of New York. Indeed the contrary 
doctrine has iiever been .asserted until now, 
and ita assertion stands without authority. 


But it ia said that, it is presumed that those 


oftiuers htive done their duty utitil the contrary 
npjiears. 
So it is presumed, but the position of 


the counsel for the defendent precludes the ex- 
ercise of any possible jurisdiction or authority 
by which the ijuntrury can be made to appear, 
whatever tho iictJ ttiiyht by. Most tindotitited- 
ly the courts n.idthe peeplo of the state presume 
that the olri'je.-s hnv« dune thoir duty. Their 
C'-rtilicatt1 is prima fucia evidence of tho tacts 
it asserts. 
J'ut when it is asserted that the 


clerk of this Court ami tho Attorney General, 
can be invested with judicial power above and 
beyond tho supervisory control of tho Supreme 
Court, created by the constitution, and this 
Court is asked fo minctinn such doctrines, we 
should be f'iiUHess to tho Constitution which 
hiis itself vested thejudictnl power of the Stato 
if we did not t.ssort the supremacy of tho Con- 
stitution, in terms tit ouce unmistakable and 
definitive. 


Again,much stress is put upon the word "de- 


termine," uaeil in the 74th section of chap C 
ot'the Revised Statutes. The statute has, how- 
ever, most carefully restricted the meaning of 
that won). The 
canvassers cannot "deter- 


mine" according to their discretion, who is 
elected, but they must certify tho statements 
which they have mudo of the returns of tho 
county canvassers, and certify such statements 
to be correct, and "THBitKf I'ON," that is, upon 
a computation of such returns and statement 
thereof, determine. 
They must determine, 


"(Aeroupon" not upon any other hypothesis' or 
statement, bii: solely and exclusively upon the 
statements mt.de from the footings of the re- 
turns of the county canvassers. 


Suppose a public defaulter should be elected 


to the office ol' State Treasurer, in defiance of 
the constitutional inhibition, the board of State 
canvassers ari bound to examine the state- 
ments of the election made by the county can- 
vassers, nnd "thereupon" to make a statement 
of tho whole number of vote* given for such 
person for the office of State Treasurer, and to 
certify such statement to be correct, and 
" thereupon" t>) determine him elected to the 
office of State Treasurer, although the Consti 
tution expressly forbids his holding that or any 
other office; v/c.uld the canvass and certificate 
absolutely preclude any court or power from 
inquiring into the fact whether the pernon to 
whom the certificate had been given was in fact 
a defaulter or not' 


This question and the like answer themselves- 
Again it is g.iicl that the defendant's title to 


his office is evidenced in tbe same manner as 
that of any of the members of this bench. 
80 


is the fact, bul if auy of tbe persons who were 
candidates at the election fur the incumbents 
of this bench had chosen, or (till choose toflle 
an information in the nature of a quo warranto, 
against me to inquire by what warrantor au- 
thority I exercise tbe duties of this oflice, 
could I resist the writ and its exigencies, on the 
ground that I am a " sovereign department" of 
the government, and therefore not amenable to 
the judicial process of the State f 


A«nin it is f aid that the 95th section of cbap. 


6 of tbe Revised Statutes, gives to the Stato 
Board of Can'asters tbe broadest judicial dis- 
cretion tu examine the whole matter of tbe 
election, and empowers them to declare whom- 
soever they shall see fit, to be elected to any 
office. 


It is a sufficient answer to this proposition to 


M; that thi* section refers as well to the Town 
and Comity Canvassers a* to the State Canvas- 
sers, for tta IsDgusge ia too explicit to b« mis* 
taken, referri if to my penon, to •»* «I««tloa 


and to ANY office, and to <** Canvassers, with- 
out distinguishing the one Board from another, 
but in terms comprehending them alt. 
And ait 


admit that the " determination " of tbe Town 
and County Canvassers can never have the«fs 
feet which is h .TO sought to be given to that of 
tbe State Cauv users. 


It is apparent from an examination of tlid 


Statute that prncisely the same powers are giv- 
en to the County and District Boards <if Can- 
vassers, as are given to tho Stato Board. P.,-ieli 
Board i« required t<> make tho statement from 
returns received and thereupon to "determine," 
tbat is, to foot up and declare tho result. 


It is admitted on all sides, that the " deter- 


mination" of t'-ie county Board of Canvnsseri 
for county officers cannot be conclusive—ti,st 
the county BOBril of Canvassers aro not a judi- 
cial tribunal—and yet the language of the 
statute conferring power upoti the olio and thu 
other i* essentially the same. Tho section* Of 
chapter 6 of the Revised Statutes, which grant 
to the several Boards of Canvassers, for town, 
county, district, and State oflicers,nru couched 
in almost tho same precise language, and can 
admit but of one—the same and u inform con- 
struction. 


Sections52 :in«l C>:i reltito to the county cau~ 


vass, and are- as follows : 


Sec. G'-i. Escb statement slmlt be certified 


its correct, and attested by the signatures of tho 
said county board of canvassers, and filed in tho 
office of the (j'u-rhof tho board of sutiervisom, 
and the same shall bo recorded by him in u 
suitable book to be provided und Uept in his of- 
fice. 
Sec. 53. Thay sbnll thon determine the uer- 


soua who have been by the greatest number of 
votes, elected t» tho several county offices, and 
members of the Senate ami Assembly, when the 
county constitutes one nr more Senate or As- 
sembly districts; and such determinatmu filial! 
be roduced to writing, certified nn corrsct, nud 
attested by the signature* of the clerk ami 
justices, and l>u annexed to the statement of 
votes given fin- sucli oflicers respectively, anJ 
filed ami recorded by said clerk with the sumo. 


The powers nml duties of tlio district canvas- 


sers, ns to their ••detenuiuatiuu" of results arw 
expressed at follow*: 


Sec. 61. Tno canvassers «i>flll then <tefi;r-- 


inino the pereoo ur persons elected to oliicu 
within the district, tin shall appear by such 
statements, and shall certify nuch determina- 
tion under their hands, and annex ihe same to 
their said stati uient, and deliver the same to 
tho clerk of life) board of supervisors of tho 
county iti which their mooting shall bu held, 
who shall tile the nam" in his office. 


The powers and duties of the Stxto canvass- 


ers will bo seen from tho following provUiouv 
of tlie SNtnc chapter: 


Sec. 7i). Tho board when thus formed, shall 


upon the certified 
statements of election* 


made by the bourd of county canviistm-rs, pro- 
ceed to examine and make a stnteinu'it of tlie 
whole number of votes ijivon at any such elec- 
tion for the offices of Governor mid Liout — 
Governor, Secretary of State. Treasurer, At- 
torney General, and Stato Sup't., or either 
them ; anil another statement of tho votes giv- 
en for representatives in Congress in each 
Congressional district; each 01 v> hich Kttttu- 
uietits shall show the names ot'tlie persous to 
whom such votes shall havo bvcir given tor 
either of said officers, and the whole number 
of votes given to each ; distinguishing the sev- 
rfral districts and counties iu which they were 
given. 


Sec. 74. They shall certify such statements 


to bo correct, and subscribe thoir names there- 
to and thoy ahull thereupon determine what per- 
sons havo been,by the greatest number ol volen, 
duly elected to such offices or either of tbi-ut, 
and shall mnkr and subscribe on each statement 
a certificate ol such determination, nuil deliver 
tho same to tho Secretary of State. 


Sec. 10 
The Secretary of State aim!! record 


in his dtlice, in K book to be kept by him for 
that purpose, each certified statement and de- 
terminal ion eu mndo by the Hoai d of Stnto Can> 
(assers, and shall, without delay, make nut and 
transmit to eiieh of tho persons thereby declar- 
ed to be elected, a certificate of his election 
certified by him under bis sen! uf oflice; lie 
shall, also, for: I.with cause a copy of >-uch cer- 
tified statements and determinations,to bo pub- 
lished in a ne/wgpapur printed lit tho seta of 
Government. 


Now, 
after nxftmining all those provision** of 


the statute car-lully.it is impossible tu iiiul thut 
any more force or effect, ur any wider scope is 
given to the " determination" of the Hoard of 
Stato Cauvassers than to that of tho town,coun- 
ty mid district canvasser*. If the "determina- 
tion ' ot the town and county canvassers can 
oust Iho judicial tribunal erected Oy tho Con- 
stitution of all supervisory jurisdiction, and can 
finally conclude, beyond appeal, all the right of 
the people involved in an election, then may 
the '• determination" of tho State Canvassers 
do the same, for thoir power is tlie saiuo. 


But it i-con:.euded that the Uuih section of 


the act in question confers a broader discretion 
upon tho Slate Canvassers. It is found among 
the. miscellaneous provisions uf thu chapter con- 
cerning elections, and ia in tho following word*: 
" Section 95. Whenever it shall sittinfacto 


rily appear thi.t any puraon ha* received a plu- 
rality uf tho legal votes cast at any election 
for any office, -he Canvassers shall give to such 
person a certificate of election, notwithstand- 
ing tite provisions of law may not Imve been 
fully complied with, in noticing or conducting 
the election, or canvassing or returning the 
votes, so that tbe real will of the plurality tuny 
not bo defeate 1 by any informality/' 


It is perfectly apparent tlmt this provision ex- 


tends tu the w.iole chapter, and i* intended to 
direct all tbe various Hoards of Canvassers 
aliko. The Iniguage of the section absolutely 
precludes any special application of its provi- 
sions tothe Hoard of State Cunvansers. "When- 
over it shall satisfactorily appear thnt any per- 
son has received a plurality of the legal votes 
cast at any election, for any office, the Canvas- 
sers shall give to such person a certificate ;" 
&.C., evidently referring to, and directing the 
conduct of tho several Boards of Canvassers 
provided fur by tho Statute. 
If the decision 


of one Board is final and cnncln«ivo, so is that 
of all and each. If the decision of one Boanl can 
oust the supreme judicial tribunal of the State 
of jurisdiction, snd paralyse its functions, to 
can another. The Clerk of a Board uf Super- 
visors and tw j Justices of tbe Peace ol fan 
own selection become the Court of first and 
last resort in which the most sacred rights uf 
freemen are adjudged and determined without 
appeal; and t.iat too without a chnnce of be- 
ing heard, without process, without testimony, 
without a juiy, without the privilege of ap- 
pearing before tbe power which may pronounce 
upon their rights. By the same construction 
the Clerk of this Court and State Treasurer 
may constitute a "judicial " tribunal, superior 
to tbe Court of which one of ita members is 
Clerk, and so "determine " that the services 
of the supreme judicial tribunal may be dis- 
pensed with. 


I would not have felt justified in quoting and 


arguing upon these provisions of the tlatnte to 
far as I have, were it not for the fact that such 
an extraordinary position has beei isiunied, 
and with apparent earnestness. I shall dwell 
upon it no longer: but barely remark, that tha 
constitution bits retted tbe judicial power of tbe 
State, in certain courts, and there it must re- 
main until it is otherwise disposed of by an 
amendment ol the constitution or by " revolu- 
tion." Time utter time, sine* the organisation 
of this govern ment. and at all times without 
question as to jurisdiction, have the courts of 
the country bt en called upon to ioqnire into 
tbe right of cr ntesting claimant* to public of- 
fice. 
Hbt never before in any court or in anr 


country waa it denied thatthe determination of 
a town, county, or State board of canvassers 
could wrest from tbe highest judicial tribunals 
of the State, jnrfcdletlon of the appropriate 
writ, whereby such right or title could be tried 
and eatahilahe-1. And when it i* peroelved that 
the power* of the conntr, district, and State 
board of *a>fisMrs are precisely the same, it
